Berlin. Jan. 1.—The notorious Hsr- 
dfn-Vos Moltke libel suit earn»* to an 
end when the accused editor ot Die 
Zukunft 
wit* 
sentenced 
to 
fout 
m onths' imprisonment and to pay the 
entire costs of both the present and 
tiie foi m er trial. 
When 
the court reassem bled the 
scene was an im pressive one. 
The 
five 
judges 
constituting 
the 
penal 
; bench took their seats with the presi- 
i dent of the court in the center. 
The 
only law* era present were the atto r­ 
neys for ihe state and the attorney* 
for tiie prosecution and the d e f e n s e 
Maximilien Harden and Count Kuno 
von Moltke sat on opposite aides of 
the courtroom, which was crowded to 
its fullest capacity. 
The president of the court at once 
¡delivered his judgm ent. 
Deep silence 
prevailed and he spoke in a sonorous 
voice straig ht at the accused man. 
The president said that in spite of the 
prisoner’s assertion that the insinua­ 
tions contained in tiie articles which 
appeared 
in 
Die 
Zukunft 
referred 
merely to the scientific and artistic 
leaning* of Count son 
Moltke and 
Prince Philip zu Ettlenberg, and that 
they had nothing w hatever to do with 
immoral or unnatural practices, it was 
evident that if this was the meaning 
it hnd been intended to convey the 
articles were senseless and purpose­ 
less. 
There was no doubt, the president 
of the court declared, that Harden had 
meant to imply that Count Kuno von 
Moltke was possessed of unnatural In­ 
clinations, while his reference to the 
Intercourse between Count von Moltke 
and Prince zu Ettlenberg certainly left 
the Impression that illicit relations 
existed. 
The intention of the prison­ 
er was to degrade Count von Moltke 
and Prince ::u Eulenberg in the eye3 
of the public. 
All Charges Without Foundation. 


The proceedings bad 
proved that 
all the charges made by Harden were 
absolutely without foundation. 
Both 
the count and the prince were men of 
artistic tastes, whose friendship dat­ 
ing 
from 
their 
youth, 
had 
grown 
stronger with the passing of tlie years. 
H arden had founded his charges pri­ 
marily on statem ents which he as­ 
serted had been m ade by the late 
Prince von Bismarck, who, if lie really 
did say these things, had done so in 
a moment of anger against certain 
men. 
Then Harden had received com­ 
munications from Mrs. von Elbe, the 
i divorced wife of Count von Moltke, 
an hysterical woman who was em bit­ 
tered against the man to whom sh«* 
hnd been unhappily married, while the 
assertions m ade by Dr. Schweninger, 
who was «at one time physician to 
Prince von Bismarck, were undoubt­ 
edly 
blatdd. 
Harden had never a t­ 
tempted to obtain proofs against men 
occupying such prom inent positions. 
Had these proofs been In existence 
they could have easily been had. 
No 
serious-minded w riter should dare, for 
political object, to attem pt to injure 
the honor of others. 
All the charges 
had been utterly disproved during the 
trial, and 
Harden rnTild 
have 
dis­ 


proved his charge* himself 1»« fore pub­ 
lishing his articles. 
‘ Count von Moltke," said the presi­ 
dent 
ot 
the 
court, 
in 
conclusion, 
"leaves this court with his nam e and 
ids 
honor untarnished and 
nothing 
w’hntev* r has 
been 
proved again-f 
Prin e

Sitter of Harry Thaw and Her Titled 


English

London, Jan. 4.—T he failure of an­ 
other alliance of the English nobility 
with an American woman of wealth 
became public when the Countess of 
Yarmouth, who was Alice Thaw' of 
Pittsburg, a daughter of Mrs. William 
Thaw and a sister of H arry K. Thaw, 
whose second trial for the m urder of 
Stanford W hite will begin next Mon­ 
day in New York city, applied to the 
divorce court for an annulm ent of her 
m arriage to the Earl of Yarmouth. 
The court has ordered t hat the pro­ 
ceedings be held in cam era and tile 
pallors are being kept secret. 
The 
only inkling obtainable of the charges 
preferred is a statem ent to the effect 
th a t the nature of the medical evi­ 
dence to he given m akes a public 
hearing inadvisable. 
T he Countess of Yarmouth is stay­ 
ing at Park Hall, near Evesham , W or­ 
cestershire, a magnificent country seat 
she 
has 
leased, decorated 
and 
re­ 
furnished with lavish expenditure. She 
declines to comment on the case. The 
Earl of Yarmouth could not be found 
in his usual London haunts and it is 
supposed lie is on the continent, w heie 
he spends much of his time.

It has been well known for twro 
years that tile domestic affairs of the 
Y arm cuths were most unhappy.

British nobility. The notoriety brought 
upon the family through its indirect 
connection with the Thaw m urder case 
was galling and this climax to the 
eldest son’s m arriage to Alice Thaw 
is a hitter pill. 
The M archioness of 
H ertford, who stood by her daughter- 
in-law throughout her troubles and has 
exerted herself to reconcile the couple, 
Is prostrated with grief. 
T he countess herself has suffered 
from the strain of the past year. H er 
friends say she has grown thin rapid­ 
ly and has a worried look. 
T hey have 
advised her to remain in England un­ 
til after the divorce proceedings; but 
the countess desires to return to the 
United States for her brother’s second 
trial, and is undecided which course 
she will pursue.

smaller buildings. 
The county judge 
and court officials notified Governor 
Willson th a t a special term of court 
will be called to consider tho evidence 
brought «ait by the investigation and 
♦ hat extraordinary efforts will be m ade 
to apprehend and punish the guilty 
parties. 
The most disturbing nows, following 
as it did on the heels of the Russell­ 
ville' raid, was th e failure of the Bur- 
le\ Tobacco society and the chief buy­ 
ers for the American Tobacco com ­ 
pany to agree regarding the m a rk e t­ 
ing of the 1907 crop held by the so 
ciety. 
The parties met at W inchester 
in accordance with the term s of a 
compromise 
agreem ent 
recently 
brought about by Governor Willson. 
The Burley men wanted the company 
to buy 00,000 hogsheads of tobacco 
from them, while the buyers would 
agree to take but 10,000 hogsheads. 
The Burley men consented to sell the 
smaller am ount. 
The tobacco had al­ 
ready been inspected and graded. T he 
Burley men fixed a minimum ju ice of 
15 cents a pound. 
Tile company buy­ 
ers refused to give more than 12 cents.

GETS FOUR MONTHS IN JAIL 


Must Also Pay the Entire Costs of the 


Two Trials—Court Declares Al! the 


Charges 
Made 
by 
Harden 
Were 
Without Foundation.

Berlin, Jan. 4.—Tho notorious Har- 
den-Von Moltke libel suit came to an 
end when the accused editor of Die 
Zukunft 
was 
sentenced 
to 
foul 
m onths’ im prisonm ent and to pay the 
entire costs of both th e present and 
the form er trial. 
W hen the court 
reassem bled tile 
scene was an im pressive one. 
The 
five 
judges 
constituting 
the 
lienal 
bench took their seats with the presi­ 
dent of the court in the center. 
The 
only lawyers present were the attor­ 
neys for the state and the attorneys 
for the prosecution and tile defense 
Maximilien H arden and Count Kuno 
von Moltke sat on opposite sides of 
the courtroom, which was crowded to 
Its fullest capacity. 
The president of the court at once 
delivered his judgm ent. 
Deep silence 
prevailed and he siioke in a sonorous 
voice straight at the accused man. 
The president said th a t in spite of the 
prisoner’s assertion th a t the insinua­ 
tions contained in the articles which 
appeared 
in 
Die 
Zukunft 
referred 
merely to the scientific and artistic 
leanings of Count 
a on 
Moltke and 
Prince Philip zu Eulenberg, and that 
they had nothing w hatever to do with 
immoral or unnatural j>ractice3. it was 
evident that if this was the meaning 
it had been intended to convey the 
articles were senseless and purjiose- 
less. 
There was no doubt, the president 
of the court declared, th a t Harden had 
m eant to imply th a t Count Kuno von 
Moltke was possessed of unnatural in­ 
clinations, while his reference to the 
Intercourse between Count von Moltke 
and Prince zn Eulenberg certainly left 
th e impression th a t illicit relations 
existed. 
The intention of the prison­ 
er w as to degrade Count von Moltke 
and Prince zu Eulenberg in the eyes 
of the public. 
Alt Charges Without Foundation. 


The proceedings bad proved that 
all the charges m ade by H arden were 
absolutely without foundation. 
Both 
the count and the prince were men of 
artistic tastes, whose friendship dat­ 
ing 
from 
their 
youth, 
had 
grown 
stronger with the passing of the years. 
H arden had founded his charges pri­ 
marily on statem en ts which he as­ 
serted had been m ade by the late 
Prince von Bismarck, who, if he really 
did say these things, had done so in 
a m om ent of anger against certain 
men. 
Then H arden had received com­ 
munications from Mrs. von Elbe, the 
j divorc cd wife of Count von Moltke, 
an hysterical woman Mho was embit- 
I tered against th e m an to whom she 
had been unhappily m arried, while the 
assertions m ade by Dr. Schweninger, 
! who was at one tim e physician to 
Prince von Bismarck, were undoubt­ 
edly biased. 
H arden had never a t­ 
tem pted to obtain jiroofs against men 
occupying such prom inent positions. 
Had these proofs been in existence 
they could have easily been had. 
No 
serious-minded w riter should dare, for 
political object, to attem pt to injure 
the honor of others. 
All the charges 
had been utterly disproved during the 
trial, 
and 
H arden t?Su!3 
have dis- 


proved ids charges him self before pub­ 
lishing bis articles. 
‘ Count von Moltke.” said the presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
court, 
In 
conclusion, 
“leaves this court with his name and 
his honor untarnished and 
nothing 
w hatever has been 
j>roved against 
Prince 
Phi Ii p 
Eulenberg. 
No 
fine 
would sufficiently punish Harden for 
his offense, and I must therefore sen­ 
tence bim to imprisonment.
